Levingston,  M.  V.  Lindsey,  E.  H.  Perry,  L.  H.  Webb;  others  were  Miss  Rosalyn  John- 
son, Miss  M.  C.  Bullock,  Miss  M.  C.  Lee,  Messrs,  Howard  Cunningham,  D.  R.  Ingram, 
H.  E.  Archer,  and  M.  C.  Hill,  we  were  377  strong.
